The Incredible 
Shrinking Hamlet 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he unincorporated hamlet of 

Wainscott is shrinking, according to a 
new map community leaders recently pub- 
lished. : 

This new map comprises two-thirds the 
land area of an earlier map published in 
July. And though it is smaller, it is argu- 
ably quicker and feistier, still, pound for 
pound, the best hamlet in the Hamptons. 

The earlier July map had been attached to 
a petition designed to make the hamlet of 

Wainscott into the Incorporated Village of 
Wainscott so it could better fight off a pro- 
posed offshore wind farm. 

Enough people had signed. The village would 
include 900 citizens and take up 6.4 square 
miles. It did not go from sea to shining sea. But 
it did include the East Hampton Airport, the 
57-acre Perlman Estate and a good chunk of 
oceanfront property in what is now the Village of 
Sagaponack. 

Sagaponack, of course, didn’t like that. But 
Wainscott explained that the law said if a pro- 
posed village exceeded 5 square miles, then its 
boundaries had to coincide with the boundaries 
of its school district. And that included this piece 
of Sagaponack. 

How did Sagaponack not have to go by the 
school district when it incorporated back in

2008? Sagaponack was less than 5 square miles. 
So the rule did not apply. 

Wainscotters liked that their proposed village 
would be so much bigger than puny Sagaponack. 
And they might have decided to fight for the 
strip they had taken since their population was 
almost triple the number of Sagaponackers. 

But instead, Wainscotters decided to take 
hedge clippers to their map and lop off a little 
here and a little there so as to get under the | 
5-Square-mile requirement. 

Off came the strip of Sagaponack oceanfront. 
Off went the Ron Perlman Estate — a bitter 
pill as that property was throwing off such a 
huge amount of annual real estate taxes. The |

Wainscotters also took a little off the top, pretty 
much a lot of woods with few people living there, 
but they kept the East Hampton Airport with all 
its traffic, noise and fees. 

Thus Wainscott is now 4.4 square miles instead 
of 6.4 miles. Surely some people who were exhila- 
rated about being in a new village were saddened 
to find themselves excluded, while others who 
mourned the prospect of being in this new village 
were now happy to be excluded. 

The new map has to be confirmed by the peti- 


-tioners. But anti-wind farm people are out doing

A Legendary Fighter for Women’s & Native American Rights Passes From the Scene at Shinnecock

be H arriett Gumbs, the matri- 
t] arch of the Shinnecock 
= Indian Nation, died the day 
» before Thanksgiving. She was 99. 
Born. and raised in pov- 
‘erty on the tribe’s reservation 
just outside of the Village of 
» Southampton, she and her fam- 
ily lived behind Keep Out signs 
posted at every entrance into that community. 
Three men were the tribal chiefs. Women were 
not permitted to speak at tribal meetings, nor 
were they permitted to vote. 

In Harriett’s senior year at Southampton 
High School, the class went on a school trip 
to Washington, D.C., where she first encoun- 
tered Jim Crow. She was required to stay at a 
hotel separate from her classmates because she 
was black. She could drink only from a water 
fountain marked “Colored Only.” She later said 
this experience had a profound effect on her. 

I met Harriett Gumbs, in headband and 
beaded blouse, when she spoke to the mem- 
bers of the Southampton World Affairs Council 
in the living room of Southampton College’s 
administration building. She’d been invited to 
speak because in just three years, at age 54, 
she’d graduated summa cum laude from the 
college with degrees in both history and 
education, followed by a masters degree in 
Native American Law from Antioch University. 
She came across as a warm and 
engaged individual who had a 
message to deliver about educa- 
tion, women and tribal affairs. 

I spoke with her privately 
afterwards. She showed me 
a folded up drawing of a 
museum and cultural cen- 
ter she wanted built on 
the tribal property. It was 

in the shape of a tortoise, 

a sacred creature to the 
tribe, she told me. 

She’d already accom- 
plished a great deal by then. 

In 1950, she’d opened the 
Shinnecock Indian Outpost, 
the first tribal business on Hill 
Street. In 1972, she wrote a famous 

letter to President Richard Nixon urg- 

ing him to add the Shinnecock Reservation to 


all official federal Indian maps even though the

tribe wasn’t federally recognized. She also asked 
for accelerated federal recognition. The tribe got 
put on the map. But Nixon never mentioned fed- 
eral recognition. 
In the 1970s, after the town had grant- 
ed permission to a developer to put 
10 homes on Shinnecock land 
facing Hill Street, she circu- 
lated a petition and led a 
protest resulting in the 
town reversing itself, even 
though the foundations of 
these houses were already 
built. Subsequently, the 
foundations had to be 
jackhammered out. 
A year after I met her,

she called to ask if I could 


find work at Dan’s Papers 

for one of her sons, age 17. 

He worked a summer deliver- 
ing papers. 

A year later, she asked if I could 

come to court to attest to his charac- 

ter. This son, Lance, had applied to Adelphi 

University to study accounting. There had been 


trouble on the reser- 
vation the day before 
and though he, just a 
high school student, 
was with her in the 
house during this 
altercation, the police 
arrested him anyway. 

“If he is charged,” 
she told me, “Adelphi 
will never accept him.” 

I went to Suffolk 
County jail in Riverhead, where he was being 
held overnight and the next day spoke in court. 
Charges were dropped. 

Lance Gumbs has since served several terms as 
tribal trustee and chairman. He’s also an officer 
in the National Congress of American Indians. 

Now I was getting invited to the tribe's 
annual Thanksgiving dinners. At these dinners, 
everybody would, on arrival, pay their respects 
to Harriett. 

In 1985, the Town of Southampton, citing zon- 
ing, tried to block the construction of what is 
now the Shinnecock Nation Cultural Center & 
Museum even though it was on tribal property. 
Harriett fought fiercely and got it through. 

In 1987, she told The New York Times, “You 
know, we used to be the good Indians. As long 
as we were working for them, caddying, cooking, 
cleaning their houses, we were good Indians. 
But the minute they see our children become 
educated, begin to stand up for themselves, we

are no longer the good Indians.” 


Soon thereafter, the tribe applied for federal 
recognition. To document the tribe’s longtime 
existence, Harriett went to France and England 
and brought back long-ago letters between 
European leaders and the Shinnecock. 

The right of women to speak at the tribal coun- 
cils was approved in 1992. The right of women 
to vote in 1994. Harriett joined the League of 
Women Voters. 

Harriett lectured at Harvard, Yale, Penn State 
and Purdue. And then, in 2010, Harriett at. age 
89, got to share the tribe’s joy in celebrating 
the federal government’s announcement of 
tribal recognition. 

She died peacefully at her home.. After her 
funeral, a procession of hundreds of cars—her

“Unprecedented” is a word that's been overused to describe 2020, but that doesn’t make it any less accurate. 
The entire world was forced to think fast when COVID-19 struck. The United States had the most talked-about 
and important presidential election in recent history. The relationship between citizens and the police 
faced a reckoning as racial tensions boiled over, amplifying the Black Lives Matter movement. 
And on the East End, we felt it all. Here are five things that defined the Hamptons and North Fork in 2020.

COVID-19 

As a frightening and deadly pandemic raged throughout the world, 
the Hamptons and North Fork communities mobilized in the face of 
unprecedented challenges and strife. 

Stony Brook Southampton Hospital quickly and continuously adapted 
to the seemingly nonstop changes in guidelines and restrictions to keep 
patients and visitors safe. Frontline workers, including paramedics, doctors 
and nurses, risked their lives to care for those touched by the airborne 
disease. Testing centers opened throughout the East End. Grassroots efforts, 
such as Brian Tymann’s Help for Local Families, Pietro Bottero and Kevin 
Leonard’s WHB Local Restaurant Workers Emergency Fund and Duncan 
Kennedy’s NoFo Community Cares, gave food, money and resources to the 
needy. BNB Bank was the No. 2 lender in SBA Paycheck Protection Program 
(PPP) loans. All the while seasonal residents flocked to their second homes 
and stayed beyond Labor Day to avoid getting infected in New York City, an 
epicenter of the pandemic. 

As 2020 draws to a close, there are still struggles. Numbers continue 
to fluctuate due to relaxed restrictions and holiday gatherings, and those 


who refuse to wear masks make it harder for everyone. But there’s hope. » 


Vaccines are being distributed to local hospitals—Peconic Bay Medical 
Center in Riverhead became the first on the East End to administer doses to 
its frontline workers. 


SHINNECOCK STRUGGLES & PROGRESS 
The Shinnecock Nation experienced significant developments in 2020, 
with a landmark law passed to protect its heritage. The “Protection for 
Unmarked Graves Act” was passed by Southampton Town in September to 
protect unmarked Shinnecock burial sites, the first law of its kind in New

York State. The law establishes a set of protocols if human remains are 
encountered during construction activities anywhere in the town. But the 
law was not passed without challenges—in August, members of the nation 
confronted Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman ane public 
hearings on the matter were postponed. 

In November, a group of Shinnecock people called the Warriors of the Sun 
began a month-long protest in the form of a Sovereignty Camp to ‘protest 
a state-level lawsuit against the Nation over its planned second billboard 
monument on Sunrise Highway. The camp, held on the Westwoods land, 
led peaceful protests, as well as a food drive. 

Looking ahead, the Shinnecock Nation hopes that New York State will 
resolve its lawsuit against them so they can proceed with planned economic 
developments. Shinnecock member Tela Troge said of the Sovereignty 
Camp’s goals: “What we’re trying to do [is] raise awareness and invite people 
to come down and become educated on these issues.” 


THE CHAINSMOKERS SCANDAL 

A drive-in fundraiser at Nova’s Ark in Bridgehampton headlined 
by EDM group Chainsmokers made national headlines after video of 
people dancing and singing in close proximity went viral. The state 
launched an investigation into the “Safe and Sound” concert and 
Gov. Cuomo was highly critical of Southampton Town for approving 
the event. Further controversy ensued because Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman was the opening act for the concert, though Schneiderman 
left before the violations occurred. 

In the end, the event’s organizers, In the Know Experiences, was eventually 
fined $20,000, while Southampton Town will now require state Ashen 
before allowing group gathering permits in the future.

BLACK LIVES MATTER 


Cries for justice and the end of police brutality were heard across the 
globe this year with the names of George Floyd, Breonna Taylor, Tamir 
Rice, Eric Garner and countless others on the lips and signs of peaceful 


Black Lives Matter protesters. Cries rang out from the Hamptons 
and North Fork, as well, where marches and demonstrations 
were held in Montauk, Hampton Bays, Southampton, East 
Hampton, Sag Harbor, Bridgehampton, Westhampton, 
Riverhead, Shelter Island and other areas. 

Teenage siblings Sophia and Kilian Ruckriegel 
organized the Paddle Out in Solidarity event in 
August, which attracted more than 80 supporters to 
Napeague to show their support. On September 5, 
Southampton Village was host to two very different 
protests—the Black Lives STILL Matter March & 
Rally and the Back the Blue Rally—which, like the 
East End demonstrations before them, remained 
peaceful. In October, Leon Goodman walked 137 
miles from New York City to Montauk as a form of 
silent protest, having enlightening conversations with 
supporters and detractors along the way. 

Many East End businesses showed their support of the 
Black Lives Matter movement on social media, though some 
posts were more controversial than others. Montauk Brewing Co. 
faced incredible backlash for posting a photo of their chalkboard sign 
with a message stating the owners would donate to organizations 
furthering the cause, with thousands of offended Facebook users 
joining a group to boycott the company.

This year’s most-read story on DansPapers.com was the incident 

surrounding East Hampton artist Scott Bluedorn’s “Bonac Blind.” A 

duck blind mini-home created as a statement on affordable 

housing and the disappearing Bonacker culture, “Bonac 

Blind” was attacked at its location on Accabonac 

Harbor in October with dead fish thrown through 

kicked-in windows, the installation’s town permit 

stolen and a tire-flattening device placed in the 
parking lot. 

Though he found no solid evidence as to 
the culprits of the vandalism, Bluedorn 
predicted that it may have been the work 
of the very people he was trying to honor who 
likely felt his art installation was bringing 
them unwanted attention or who were 
offended by its placement and message. 

The incident was not the first act of 

seemingly anti-art retaliation in Springs, as Neo 

Political Cowgirls founder Kate Mueth shared 

that something similar happened to her in 2014 in 

response to her dance theater company gaining East 

Hampton Town permission to take over the Parsons 

Blacksmith Shop for a two-week installation. After a man in 

a truck berated her about how privileged Hamptons artists are, she 

found a 10-foot-tall wall of dirt blocking her out of her driveway. 

Despite backlash, both remain undeterred in their commitment to

One such hire was Jamie Niven, as Senior Advisor 
to Dolman. “It’s been a big year for Phillips, very 
exciting for everyone,” says Niven, David Niven’s 
son and a 52-year Southampton homeowner. Niven 
joined us gazing at the Still with Robert Manley, Co- 
Head (with Jean-Paul Engelen) of 20th Century & 
Contemporary Art Worldwide. Niven knew the owner 
of that, and the Joan Mitchell ($11,297,500) painting, 
from lunches and dinners at the collector’s house. 

“He loved the paintings,” Niven muses. “I’m not quite 
sure why he decided to sell them. But there’s a whole 


lot of world out there. He probably 

wants to buy new paintings.” 
There is certainly significant 

churn in the auction world lately, 

as buyers take their profits to 

look for new art investments. 

Niven, who started at Lehman 
Brothers, attributes this “frothy” 
market to zero interest rates and 
“enormous amounts of money. 

The world today is buying 
collectibles,” he says. “Not 
just paintings, but property, 
apartments, houses, cars, jewelry 
and watches—big time, pun 
intended! With success, people 
are coming to grips with owning 
beautiful paintings again.” 

The Clyfford Still, which fetched 
the second highest price, was 
a true rarity. And we loved the 
Hamptons tale Manley told us to 
illustrate why—Still was uncompromising. As the art 
business heated up in the ’50s, he became fed up with 
its commercialism. He took his work off the market, 
rarely showing, selling or lending. His dream to have 
his oeuvre displayed as a whole was realized, post 
mortem, in the Denver Clyfford Still museum. 

On the East End, Still had loaned a painting to his 
friend, the collector and artist Alfonso Ossorio, who 


ended up selling his legendary Georgica Pond home,

“Still had a way of falling out 
with people for the smallest of 
reasons,” says Manley, “or at least 
to our minds. In his mind, they 
were huge offenses.” When he 
found out Ossorio was going to 
loan his painting for an exhibit, 
Still was incensed. He stormed 
up to the mansion with a knife. 
Was Ossorio there? If so, he was 
hiding. Still cut the painting from 
its frame, rolled it up and left, 
with, he says, “its heart.” 

Still released a few paintings

i a in the ’60s when he sold a group 
s = of paintings to Marlborough, that 
3 included “PH-407.” 

With this kind of inventory, 
despite challenges to the market, 
the Phillips 20th Century & Contemporary sale 
brought in 25% more than last year. Five artists 
broke their own records. The Design Sale, two days 
later, doubled expectations. Niven attributes these 
benchmarks to the experts Dolman has been pulling 
in. “They've been able to bring in the best people 
in the field, who have relations with collectors who 
trust them,” says Niven. “These enormous sales are 
the result.” gB.

he year 2020 has been one unlike any other, 

impacting businesses, organizations and 
individuals around the world—changing the way we 
think, the way we act and the way we eat. On the 
East End, restaurants had to be quick to adapt to 
takeout-only models, then outdoor dining, limited 
indoor seating and strict safety precautions. Through 
these challenging months, the local restaurant industry 
pressed on and even enjoyed a few bright spots in the 
midst of the uncertainty. Here are five of the biggest 
developments to come out of the East End dining scene 
in 2020. 


BONDING WITH LOCAL RESTAURANTS 
With the global restaurant industry in desperate 
need during the spring shutdowns, a team of industry 
veterans led by HP-PR and Hall PR sought to provide 
a new way to support your local eateries. The Dining 
Bonds campaign allowed food lovers to purchase 


discounted bonds to be used to dine-in a few months . 


after purchase, providing vital cash flow to restaurants 
in their time of need. The initiative helped local 
favorites PAWPAW, The Preston House & Hotel, Dopo 
La Spiaggia, Kingfish, PTL and many others across the 
globe. Rumor has it the Dining Bonds team is working 
on a new campaign that should be launching soon. 


NORTH FORK ROASTING CO.’S NEW WHB LOCATION 


MAXED OUT TAKEOUT AND DELIVERY OPTIONS 

Changes to New York State rules made this the 
first East End summer to allow for restaurants 
to deliver alcohol with meals, which, in addition to 
a long list of restaurants offering takeout and 
delivery for the first time, made this one of the 
greatest years to dine at home, by the pool or by 
the fire. Several new food, drink and grocery delivery 
services came to the Hamptons, some for the summer 
and some for the long haul, including Amorino, 
Big Box Brunch, Dante, Tony’s Di Napoli, Li-Lac 
Chocolates, Houseman at Home, Instacart and Dock 
to Dish 3.0. 


WINNING AT OUTDOOR DINING 

While the East End and New York City were 
both able to adapt to takeout-only models in 
the spring, when outdoor dining became the big 
thing, the East End came out on top. With many 
Hamptons and North Fork restaurants and wineries 
already having space to spread out and local villages 
allowing Main Street eateries to expand their dining 
areas into the street, restaurants were bustling even 
into the fall and winter. And with the colder weather, 
came inventive outdoor dining solutions spanning 
giant heated tents to cozy igloos and cabanas. This 
year, many restaurants and wineries are even offering 
outdoor seating throughout the winter.

A WAVE OF NEW RESTAURANT OPENINGS 

There’s zero doubt that 2020 has been an incredibly 
difficult year for businesses everywhere, even here on 
the lavish East End, but through sheer determination 
and cunning business practices, restaurateurs 
opened all-new and freshly rebranded eateries at an 
incredible rate. 

In January, famed East End pitmaster Matty 
Boudreau led the way as the newly rebranded Green 
Hill Kitchen & Que opened its doors with its newfound 
focus on authentic barbecue. He helped give Greenport 
neighbor Anker a fresh coat of paint in May, with a 
menu that offered the freshest seafood imaginable.

After purchasing the restaurant from Claudia 
Fleming, John Fraser reopened the North Fork Table 
& Inn with a new vision and a new vegetable-focused 
menu that took the North Fork by storm. Lucharitos 
introduced two new locations—the Burrito Bar in 
Mattituck and a taco truck on the company farm in 
Center Moriches. 

In May, Mark Evans opened Miss Shanty Caribbean 
Café in Hampton Bays, providing the hamlet with 
authentic French Caribbean and West Indian dishes 
with a twist. Across the canal, Moby’s Restaurant made 
a big move from East Hampton Point to its original 
location at Pantigo Road with a new culinary director 
in tow. And on the North Fork, Duryea’s Lobster Deck 
opened a second location, serving lobster rolls outside 
of Montauk for the first time. 

Succeeding the iconic Silver’s, Argento Restaurant 
and Cocktail Bar came to Southampton Main Street 
in June, expanding the DOPO La Spiaggia family of 
restaurants. The village also saw the addition of NAIA 
to the Capri Hotel, helmed by Chef Pavlos Davarakis. 


And Carbone graced Southampton with its high-end 
Italian cuisine for a hotly anticipated pop-up. 
Westhampton Beach welcomed Flora to their roster 
of celebrated dining spots, making this the Rooted 
Hospitality Group’s third popular Hamptons eatery 
after Rumba and Cowfish.

And Sundae Donuts 
introduced the East End to doughnut-infused ice 
cream, with locations in Montauk and Hampton Bays.

This was also the year that Duke celebrated the 
10-year anniversary of Southampton Social Club by 
hosting A Perfect 10: The Dinner with Dan’s Papers, 
which also happened to be celebrating a decade of 
Dan’s Taste of Two Forks.

Westhamptons Stavt Boggs, 
Building and Restawvant Business, Goes an the Market

fter 40 years in the restaurant 

business in Westhampton Beach, 
Starr Boggs is ready to hang up his 
chef's hat. His eponymous restaurant— 
both the business and the building—is 
for sale for $3.75 million. 

Boggs himself has been making 
masterful meals in Westhampton 
kitchens since 1981, combining 
American, Italian and Mediterranean 
influences. The Starr Boggs restaurant, 
known for its local fish specialties, dry- 
aged prime beef and an extensive wine 
list, had a presence across four different 
locations every summer since 1985— 
with one exception in 2003—and it 
may be best known for was Monday 
night lobster bake, a Westhampton 
tradition that drew crowds of around 
200 for the outdoor meal. 

“lve done 40 years here in the 
Hamptons and it’s hard. I think about 
not being involved in the restaurants... 
It’s always been my passion,” he says, 
noting he will turn 70 this coming year. 

“Tt’s a tough business, and I love it 
and I love serving the people. I still 
have customers from 40 years ago,” 
but after “the most trying summer”’— 
his 39th season came during the 
COVID-19 pandemic—he is ready to 
retire. “I have to say. I had a staff that stepped-up 
to the plate and did beautifully.” 

Mike Carroll of - Marketplace Realty’ in 
Westhampton has the listing at 6 Parlato Drive, located 
behind Main Street. 

Boggs came to Westhampton by way of Nantucket 
in 1981. Susan McAllister owned The Inn at Quogue 
and needed a new chef. “She flew me down here, like 
her and like Long Island, it reminded me 
of where I grew up on the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia,” he recalls. And 
he ‘stayed. After one season, 
he and McAllister went over 
to the Patio..for lunch, 
and when they found 
out it was available, 
they leased it and later 
bought it, running two 
restaurants for a time. 

All these years 
later, he still credits 
her with giving him 
his start. “I came here 
with less than almost 
pocket change in my 
pocket, no automobile, 

a sail bag and that was 
about it.” 

In 1985, they sold both 
restaurants and he used the 
proceeds for start-up money 
for the first Starr Boggs, which 
he opened on Sunset Avenue, where 
Tony’s Asian Fusion is now located. The 
40-seat restaurant “was considered a Manhattan 
restaurant. There was a waiting list for months there,” 
Boggs recalls, adding that it received four-star ratings 
from both The New York Times and Newsday. 

He later brought Starr Boggs to the ocean, opening

at the Old Dune Deck Hotel on Dune Road, which he 

leased for 12 years. During that time, he also opened 

Starr Boggs at Hampton Square, which was open year- 

round across the street from the village lawn on Beach 

Road, at the old Howell House. He sold in 1996, then 
gave up the space at the beach in 2002. 

A year later, he found the space at 6 Parlato Drive, 

a .36-acre property. With a real estate partner, 

Leonard Riggio, the founder of Barnes & Noble 

who has a home in Bridgehampton, they 

opened after a year of renovation. 


Riggio and Boggs have been’ 


friends for over 30 years, when 
they both lived in Quogue. 
The building, which 
looks more like a house 
with dormer windows 
and a front porch— 
in fact, it was the 
Parlato family home 
originally—has housed 
several restaurants over 
the years, from Red 
Fox to Westhampton 
Grill and two or three 
others, Boggs says. The 
village gave him a permit 
to double the size of the 
kitchen, and the restaurant is 
about 2,700 square feet. 
“It doesn’t have the lure of 
the ocean and being on the beach, 
but it’s a great location. The restaurant is 
well-equipped,” Boggs says. A New England— 
style porch has a blue ceiling. In addition to the 
main dining room, there are two bars, one being 
outside, a private area that he calls the club room, 
and garden seating. 
Health department approvals allow for 150 seats,

but Boggs believes it could seat more closer to 200, | 


especially if the village’s sewage project comes to 
fruition. There is also an office space and apartment 
upstairs. 

This is not the first time the building and restaurant 
have been on the market. In 2018, it was listed for $4 
million and the restauranteur say they got very close 
to a deal with a couple of people, but “one thing or the 
other happened. Then last year, I had some kids who 
were working for me who would like to buy the place, 
but their investor fell through with COVID.”. 

While the price has been reduced to $3.75 million, 
Boggs believes there are people who will see the 
opportunity to invest now. “I think Westhampton is 
hot. I’ve never seen so many people in Westhampton in 
the summer or this time of year.” 

Though Boggs typically keeps the restaurant 
open April through October, it has been open 
year-round in the past. “I know it can work, but just 
as I’ve gotten older, I’ve enjoyed having some time off 
in Florida, but I think it’s prime now for a steady year- 
round business.” 

Boggs has seen Westhampton develop over the 
years with such recent improvements as reconfiguring 
parking,along Main Street and the addition of a storm 
drain system. “It looks beautiful. The leadership of the 
community wants Westhampton to be an active village, 
and I think they are doing a great job, and if they can 
get this sewage project through it will be great not only 
for business but for the environment. 

Does the deal for the restaurant come with the use 
of his moniker? “The ambiance comes a lot from the 
Starr Boggs name on the front. A 40-year existence— 
people know when they come in, they are excited about 
eating there,” he says. “I would consider that. The 
restaurant has a good reputation.... The reputation is 
one that I would love to see continue. The name would 
go with it as long as I thought the person would do the 
right thing.” gi

hether you are in houses of worship, both houses 

of Congress, the White House or your house in 
the Hamptons, you have heard of Father Alexander 
Karloutsos. With notability among American power 
brokers,that can most aptly be described as “fame,” he 
is among the most prominent religious figures in the 
United States—and he resides here, on Long Island’s 
East End. 

Modestly, among Hamptons residents, he is known 
as “Father Alex.” He is a man of God, a caring husband, 
father and grandfather, who cares for his community 
and for the church to which he has dedicated his life. 
However, when speaking to him, you learn just how 
far beyond our 118-mile island his influence extends. 

Father Alex holds liasonships, advisory roles 
and is a counselor to some of our nation’s highest 
decision-makers. He maintains friendships with some 
of our region’s most notable business leaders, like 
John Catsimatidis, another Hamptons power broker 
highlighted by Dan’s Papers. He has earned many of 
the highest honors given to a faith leader, holds several 
theological degrees and has inspired thousands with 
his prayer and religious guidance. 

But behind the degrees, the honors and the titles, we 
ask: Who really is Father Alex? 

Father Alex describes himself as “first, a priest, but 
among my friends and flock, a ‘Good Shepherd,’ who 
lays down his life for his friends and flock.” 

Father Alex was born in Greece and 
immigrated to the United States 
with his family at a young age. His 
father, a priest himself, traveled 
the U.S. sharing God’s message. 
When Father Alex was in his 
earliest years of life, his mother 
tragically passed, leaving 
his father to raise their six 
children. 

After the tragedy, his 
grandmother immigrated to the 
U.S., as well, to aid in raising her 
grandchildren. 


With the church and their father’s priesthood, he lived 
the life that he referred to as the “army brats” of the 
church, deploying his father to dozens of locations 
across the states. 

At age 15, he knew that his future was one with the 
church. Inspired to do so by his mother’s untimely 
death, his relationship with faith manifested at a young 
age. He says that while coping with this _ he 
began to ask questions. 6 a 

“T began to ask, ‘Why did my 
mother die?,’ and while pondering 
that same question, I began to 
ask, ‘Why did my mother live?’ 

This became a relationship 
with God at a very young 
age,” Father Alex recalls. 

In the wisdom of his 
elders, he remembers the 
insight of a teacher of his, 
who said, “If you want 
to serve God, become 
a monk. If you want to 
serve man, become a 
doctor. If you want to do 
both, become a priest.” 

“And that’s what I did,” 

Father Alex says. 
So, from then, he 
began a _ storied 
ministry in the Greek 
Orthodox Church. 
Starting as an assistant 
priest at Sts. Constantine 
and Helen in Chicago in 1970, where 
he was active in youth ministries. 
Some years later, he was appointed to 
the position of Archdiocesan Director 
of Youth Ministry and moved the 
headquarters to New York. Later 
in the ’7os, Father Alex became the 
Archdiocesan Director of the Office 
of the Church and Society, where he 
served until 1980, when he then assumed 
the role of Director of the Department of 
_ Communications. 
In just a short time, he went 
from a local priest, to being one 
of the most recognizable 
names in the Greek 
Orthodox Church. 
Obviously, his 
drive to

succeed is innate, but when asked what continues to 
inspire him, he says, “The power of love, rather than 
the love of power.” 

Father Alex, now 75, cherishes his vocation ee roles 
as an advisor, as one of his stature must. Throughout 
his truly remarkable life, he has had the privilege of 
being blessed by three-popes—John Paul II, Benedict 

XVI and Francis—and has met and advised 
seven sitting U.S. presidents and one 
president-elect who will. soon 

assume the role. 
“President-elect Biden 
visited the Dormition of 
the Virgin Mary on two 
occasions,” notes Father 
Alex, one as recently 
as this past summer. 
The Dormition of the 
_ Virgin Mary is one of 
the largest and most- 
attended houses of 


worship on the East 
End. 
Father Alex he 


since settled down in 
Southampton for many 

of the same reasons that 
we all have. While he has 
visited between 30 and 

40 countries and traveled to 
all 50 states, he says there is 

nothing like the Hamptons. 

“There is a natural beauty of the 

Hamptons,” he says. “The sea, the sand and 

the sun, the energy of the local residents, the farms 

and those who visit from New York during the 

summertime. Everyone becomes a neighbor, which 

makes everything become more organic, more real.” 

When people visit the East End, he emphasizes, they 

go from “living life in the fast lane, to living life in the 
right lane.” 

He enjoys life year-round here, with his lovely 
wife, Xanthi, and sees his three children and nine 
grandchildren frequently. When asked what his family 
means to him, he’ll charmingly reply, “As says the 
president-elect, my family is my soul.” This goes to 
show that you can travel anywhere, see some of the 
world’s greatest sights, work alongside the world’s 
most powerful, and still value nothing above faith 
and family, which together create the true meaning of 
“home.” 

As life begins to speed up around the holiday season, 
he encourages all to take a moment, reflect on the 
difficulties and remember that the future is always 
bright for us all. The holiday message he shares is as 
old as time: “As said the angels, peace on Earth 

and good will to all men and women.” gg
